Dear Editor: 

Part of the argument I seem 
to be hearing In our town Is that 
while we personally may not use 
or approve of X-rated videos In 
Dldsbury we maintain the rights 
of others to easy aeeess to the 
same material.The thought here 
seems to be that viewing sexu¬ 
ally explicit material Is a 
victimless moral decision. It Is 
true that not everyone who views 
X-rated videos Is addicted or is 
prone to criminal behaviour. Yet 
there Is lnereaslngevldenee link¬ 
ing pornography to rape and 
child molesting. I recall reading 
an article in the Alberta Report 
of November of 1992 that cited a 
study done by the Michigan State 
Police that over a more than 20 
year period Just over 40 percent 
of those charged with rape had 
used some form of pornography 


Immediately before committing 
t heir crime. The article also cited 
a study by the Los Angeles Po¬ 
lice Department linking pornog¬ 
raphy with over two-thirds of 
the child molestation cases they 
Investigated. 

The CRTO has recognized the 
link to viewing violent material 
to violent behaviour. A similar 
link will likely be made between 
X-rated materials and unlawful 
sexual behaviours. The Su¬ 
preme Court In Ruling on the 
Case of Butler v. Her Majesty, 
the court said that pornography 
(specifically certain X-Vldeos 
distributed by Mr. Butler) are 
not a form of protected free 
speech under the Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. 

My concern Is that we are 
i inneeessartly placing ourselves 
and our community at risk by

The Town of Dldsbury con¬ 
tinues to Investigate all their 
options thoroughly before fol¬ 
lowing through on the purchase 
of a new grader. 

At their last meeting (June 
15) councillors agreed to table 
the motion allowing the pur¬ 
chase of the capital Item until 
having opportunity to visit a 
Leduc auction service first. 

This could definitely be worth 
looking into." said Mayor Ray 
Lea after hearing the suggestion 
from Dldsbury resident Ken 
Weaver. Weaver, who attended 
the council session, told mem¬ 
bers that Richie Brothers Auc¬ 
tion in Leduc is known for their 


low prices on such equipment 
and would serve as a viable al¬ 
ternative to buying new. 

With trade-in, the Town 
would have to spend about 
$86,000 of its capital reserve 
budget. 

An earlier recommendation 
to approach the county In hopes 
of sharing a grader proved un¬ 
successful. 

"I spoke with both the County 
Commissioner, Merman Epp. 
and Bill Merchant and both in¬ 
dicated that during the winter 
months, the County would need 
to have first access ^ ^ H *\ r 
to do their own roads, said 
Councillor Ed Vermunt. 


"...There’s no guarantee the 
grader could be available on any 
kind of a regular basis." 

Vermunt said the County rec¬ 
ommended the Town purchase 
a new grader. 

"Unfortunately." said 

Councillor Willard Swalm. "when 
there's a storm out in the county, 
there's a storm in town here. It 
Just makes sense that we need 
to see both Jobs done for safety’s 
sake." 

Vermunt Is expected to re¬ 
port back with more Informa¬ 
tion about the date of the next 
auction in Leduc.

As parents also may have 
noticed, the rates have Increased 
considerably due to a decrease 
In provincial funding. Therefore 
the size of the staff has been 
reduced as well as materials. 
The Didsbury and District Rec¬ 
reation and Culture Board has 
stated that all the programs that 
the recreation office provides 
must be operated on a break¬ 


The new rate for the federal 
Old Age Security pension, paid 
to people 65 years old and over, 
will be $383.51 per month from 
July to September 1993. This Is 
an Increase of $1.91 per month 
over the previous quarter. 

Other benefits will also In¬ 
crease for the July to Septem¬ 
ber 1993 period. The maximum 
Guaranteed Income Supple¬ 
ment (GIS) will Increase to 


$455.76 (from $453.49) per 
month for a single person and 
for a married person whose 
spouse does not receive the Old 
Age Security pension or s 
Apouse's Allowance. For each 
married person whose spouse 
also receives an Old Age Secu¬ 
rity pension and for a married 
person whose spouse receives a 
Spouse’s Allowance, the maxi¬ 
mum will Increase to $296.87 


(from $295.39) per month. 

The maximum Spouse’s Al¬ 
lowance (SPA), paid to people 
between 60 and 64 with a lim¬ 
ited Income who are married to 
GIS recipients, will be $680.38 
(up from $676.99) per monfh. 

The maximum Widowed 
Spouse’s Allowance (WSPA). 
paid only to low-income wid¬ 
owed persons aged 60 to 64 who 
reside In Canada and meet the 


basic residence requirements, 
will be $751.13 (up from 
$747.39) per month. 

The Old Age Security Act pro¬ 
vides for benefit Increases every 
three months by a factor based 
on Increases In the Consumer 
Price Index (CPI). Statistics 
Canada's cost-of living measure.

“Greyhound has established It¬ 
self as the major player In 
Canada wide lnter-clty passen¬ 
ger and freight lines, and we're 
Installing (computer billing] sys¬ 
tems wherever It's deemed plau¬ 
sible.” 

Fenske set two freight bills 
on the counter to demonstrate 
the Improvement. The handwrit¬ 
ten bill was faint and difficult to 
read while the computer bill 
spelled everything out clearly. 

“Greyhound Is striving to win 
continued support from the cus¬ 
tomer." Fenske said. “It's a defi¬ 
nite step In the right direction In 
the professional arena.” 

Local Greyhound agent Brian 
Maetche said minor alterations 
will be necessary to house the 
equipment, but foresaw no ma¬ 
jor disruption. Once the staff 
becomes familiar with the new 
equipment. Maetche Is confi¬ 
dent customers will be pleased 
with the new streamlined book¬ 
ing and billing system.

Unique cattle returned to country of origin 


Few of us get the opportunity 
to travel abroad, let alone live 
there, with the exception, per¬ 
haps of four very special 
Tarentalse cattle from the Olds/ 
Didsbury area. 

The unusual expedition that 
has landed them somewhere In 
the Albertville district of the 
small European country actu¬ 
ally only became fulfilled last 
week. Pat McDonald, who has 
owned and operated Destiny 
Tarentalse with her husband 
Robert for the past seven years 
says they never dreamed of ex¬ 


porting their newly-formed herd 
until being approached by well- 
known Red Deer rancher Gary 
Smith. 

"He has his own cattle ex¬ 
porting company up there and 
was approached some time ago 
by a gentleman from France 
wishing to purchase some 
Tarentalse stock from Canada." 
Smith had apparently heard of 
the McDonald's success with 
the breed and contacted them 
about arranging to set up an 
offer 

Business as usual...except for 


the fact that this Is the first time 
ever that a breed of cattle native 
to a particular country has had 
to be exported back to Its origin. 
"Canada Is really quite well- 
known for exporting cattle, but 
this Is the first time In history 
that cattle are being shipped 
back to their count ry of origin.. .1 
mean, you never hear of 
Holstelns going back to Den¬ 
mark or Stmmentals being 
shipped back to Switzerland." 

The reason. Pat believes. Is 
actually quite tragic. From what 
she can gather, ranchers In 


France are experiencing brutal 
mark-ups In the price of their 
cattle, so much so that It Is 
almost cheaper for some ranch¬ 
ers to actually buy cattle over¬ 
seas and ship them abroad than 
It would be to buy them at home. 
The other reason has to do with 
diseases. 

"Canada Is actually quite a 
remarkable country for raising 
cattle." Pat explains, "...while 
considered a nuisance to us. 
our colder climate actually helps 
prevent the development of nu¬ 
merous diseases and ailments 


often more common In warmer 
climate. As a result, fewer of our 
cattle become contaminated. I 
guess that's why people over¬ 
seas are so Interested in what 
we've got down here." 

But what makes the 
Tarentalse breed so special that 
someone from France would 
travel thousands of miles to buy 
them in Canada? 

"Tarentalse cattle are really 
quite attractive." Pat says of the 
large brown-eyed animals. 
"...They are dark brown with

'There's some residents, obvi¬ 
ously. that don’t want the area 
changed- they'd rather see the 
area left as a park.

Berreth guilty of lesser charge

A local man charged with 
cruelty to animals by the SPCA 
was fined after pleading guilty 
to a lesser charge last week. 

Dwayne Berreth. who farms 
6 km south of Olds, was charged 
by the SPCA lastyear after more 
than 350 head of cattle were 
seized by an SPCA officer who 
reportedly found the cattle suf¬ 
fering from starvation. Berreth 
had been charged with wilful 
neglect under the Criminal Code, 
but instead plead guilty to a 
charge under the Animal Pro-

'This breed of cattle is very 
highly respected in the area of 
France where he will be taking 
them...We were watching some 
of the Winter Olympics coverage 
on television recently and were 
able to spot them In a parade 
that was going through one of 
the small towns.

The SPCA maintained that 
he had not been feeding or wa¬ 
tering his eattle and that they 
found some of them dead when 
they visited his farm, but he 
(Berreth) says he was only hav¬ 
ing problems with his eorralling 
and some bales of hay had fallen 


has been slower to come.

Dorin said Berreth’s cattle 
had not been underfed and 
underwatered ascharged by the 
SPCA. I le said Berreth was hav¬ 
ing some problems with 
eorralling and with his water 
pump when he was visited by 
the SPCA officer. While Dorin 
said the feed Berreth had been 
giving his eattle was not as good 

such as pinkeye, and are useful 
for either beef or dairy purposes.'' 

Out of the 100 head of cattle 
the French client requested 
through Gary Smith, only about 
40 were allowed to be exported. 
Much of the reason behind the 
shortfall. Pat says, has to do 
with vaccination requirements 
and restrictions. Breeders are 
only able to vaccinatcTarentalse 
cattle up until they are alxmt 
eight months old. after that - 
according to the officials with 
Agricult ure Canada. It’s too late. 
Such was the case with a hand 
ful of heifers from McDonald’s 
herd. "I le came expecting to get 
about 17 head out of our herd 
and went away with only 
live...but at least he got some¬ 
thing.” 


a quality as it should he been, 
he felt the SPCA should have 
been more willing to try and 
help Dorin out of his situation 
rather that cart away the ani¬ 
mals and sell them off. 

"In their report they even said 
he was in a very depressed state 
but rather than offering to help 
him get his animals back Into 
good shape, they Just seized 
them. They should have offered 
him help rather than taking this 
police state approach.” 

Dorin said Berreth. who had 
spent much of his time taking 


care of his aged mother, was 
recently diagnosed as suffering 
from depression and is now get¬ 
ting counselling. 

’That’s why he chose to plead 
guilty on the lesser charge.” 
Dorin said. “He would have fol¬ 
lowed through with the not guilty 
but he was having too many 
difficulties.’’ 

Besides a $3500 fine which 
Berreth was handed by the court 
In Calgary last week, he was 
also prohibited for caring for 
any cattle for the next three 
years.

The royal and ancient game comes to Alberta 


Early players In the new 
province chased the little 
white ball over train tracks 
and cow patties 

In 1890. a handful of bored 
Mountles gathered behind the 
barracks of Fort Marlood and 
played a game never before seen 
In the Northwest Territories. 
Using their bare hands, they 
dug three small, shallow holes 
In the hard pratrte soil. Then the 
officers took turns knocking a 
ball around the scrub with a 
short. Iron-footed club. Golf had 
come to Alberta. 

The windswept, treeless ter¬ 
ritory was hardly a golfer's para¬ 
dise, but there was a strong 
Interest In the game among new¬ 
comers. By the turn of the een- 
tury. Edmonton and Calgary 
boasted aetlve golf clubs, pa¬ 
tronized by both men and 
women, but discreetly reserved 
for the "well bred." Membership 
fees ranged from 50 eents to $3. 
and while eourses were origi¬ 
nally established on Crown 
lands, it eost money to prepare 
them for play and build club¬ 
houses. Equally Important to 
the game was the temperament 
required of Its fans: the hard¬ 
bitten Scots (whose ancestors, 
of course. Invented golf) and the 
English seemed particularly 
suited to golfs vagaries. 

Apparel was important. Vle- 
torian convention forced women 
Into suffocating "golf suits" - rid¬ 
ing breeches and woollen skirts 
over thick stockings, with 
blouses and sweaters topped 
with Eton Jaekets or golf capes. 
Men wore two- or three-piece 
suits complete with necktie, 
causing an unbecoming perspi¬ 
ration on hot summer days. 

Players really had to be keen 
on the game. Early courses fea¬ 
tured long, ragged fairways and 
heart-stopping hazards. The 
Edmonton Golf Club’s original 
course, which was on the future 
site of the legislative grounds, 
had five holes and ran up and 
down the steep North Saskatch¬ 
ewan rlverbank. Golfers ap¬ 
proaching the first hole had to 
play past an old graveyard, and 
the third hole required players 
to cross the railroad tracks to 
get to the tee. The course was 
also Intersected by a muddy 
road. In Calgary, things weren't 
much better: the local nine-hole 
course bordered the CPR tracks, 
and club members had to put 
up with dirt putting greens and 
wandering livestock. 

In 1906. the Calgary Golf Club 
bought some land along the El¬ 
bow River, south of its original 
course. With 57 members, the 
club had enough money to buy 
electric fencing to keep the cows 
out. A year later, the Edmonton 
club, forced to make way for the 
new Legislature, moved a little 
west up the river valley to a 
location known as the Hudson 
Bay flat- There they built a nine- 
hole course at the location now 
occupied by the Victoria golf 
cotirse. 

The game was promoted In 
both cities by a portly Judge 
named David Scott. A former 
crown lawyer who had helped 


send Louis Riel to the gallows. 
Scott founded the Calgary Golf 
Club In 1897 (nearly winning 
the club championship In 1899) 
and then moved to Edmonton In 
1902 to become a pillar of that 
city's club. 111s wife. Alice, also a 
keen golfer, was known for her 
famous clubhouse teas and 
dances. These attracted new 
"social" members not even re¬ 
motely Interested In golf. Be¬ 
cause they were private. theearly 
clubs could remain open on 
Sundays and even sell liquor. 

In 1911. the clubs In both 
cities moved up their respective 
rivers to their present-day out- 


, rr . 


of-town locations. Calgary's was 
ten miles up the Elbow, near the 
old homestead of Calgary's first 
white settler. Sam Livingston. 
The move caused enrolment to 
explode to 250 members. The 
Edmonton club moved eight 
miles upstream to Its perma¬ 
nent home, and on the Hat. 
grassy expanse It vacated, the 
city built a municipal course for 
the free usage of all citizens, 
regardless of their wealth. As a 
participant sport, golf soon ri¬ 
valled curling, that other grim 
Scottish pastime.

The sleeping Infant looked 
angelic as the nurse rocked her 
to sleep. In an Instant, the peace 
was broken as the fragile baby 
Ix'gan to shake. She quickly grew 
red In the face as she arched her 
hack and .shrieked. Then I no¬ 
ticed the Incubator and the I.V. 
tubes attached to her tiny limbs. 
As the nurse tried to comfort the 
baby. I caught sight of a sign 
that explained the scene before 
me. This child was In a special¬ 
ized ward for babies bom ad¬ 
dicted to the drugs their moth¬ 
ers abused before their birth. I 
shuddered as I thought about 
the nightmare these Infants 
must endure through no fault of 
their own. 

My eyes filled with tears as I 
turned away from the second 


window. I was slowly realizing 
that the scenes being played out 
before me were not going to get 
any better. 1 longed to close my 
eyes and block out the horrors I 
was seeing. But. after a mo¬ 
ment. I realized that far too many 
people had Ignored this prob- 
iem and It was my obligation to 
become better Informed In or¬ 
der to do what I could to end the 
pain. Resolutely. I moved to look 
Into the third window. 

In this room, the pain was 
visible Immediately. A man In 
his early 20's sat slumped In a 
wheelchair, staring at a photo In 
his hands. Suddenly, as the light 
on him faded and a scene be¬ 
hind him grew brighter. I real¬ 
ized (hat physical pain wasn't 
all he was enduring. A mangled 
car was overturned In a ditch 
and on the nearby pavement lay 
the lifeless body of a young 
teenaged boy. Near the boy lay a 
crushed beer can. When the 
light returned to the paralyzed 
young man I glanced at the pic¬ 
ture he held In his hands. In the 
snapshot, the man stood with 
his arms wrapped around a boy 
about 13 years old to whom he 
bore a striking resemblance. 1 
thought of the careless mistake 
the young man made and the 
senseless agony he would have 
to live with for the rest of his life. 

1 turned away from the win¬ 
dow and was surprised to see a 
door open out Into the sunshine. 
I felt a lightness enter my heart 


when I realized that the exit was 
within my sight. But before I 
could leave this dreary hallway. 
1 faced one last door. Even 
though thesprlngsunshlne was 
beckoning me from the dark¬ 
ness. I felt compelled to see Just 
what the last room had In store 
for me. I felt sure that the Im¬ 
ages couldn't get any worse. 

This final room held the great¬ 
est shock of all. The room con¬ 
tained my best friends and my 
acquaintances. There In the 
midst of underage drinking and 
Illegal drug abuse. I sat. Before 
my eyes. I gave In to the pres¬ 
sure from those around me to 
have a few more beers and sam¬ 
ple a wide array of drugs. The 
next Instant saw my best friend 
leaving the party with a stranger 
because. In her dmnken state, 
she didn't realize the danger she 
was putting herself Into. And 
then 1 saw myself, lost and alone,
